Councillors angry over loss of 
polling station in St Michael's 
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LYME Regis will be losing one of its two 
polling stations because the facilities at St 
Michael’s Business Centre have been deemed 
to be “unsuitable due to its capacity and access 
issues”. 

The decision by West Dorset District Council, which is 
responsible for organising elections, has angered former 
mayor Stan Williams who has described the position as 
“disgraceful”. 

A polling station has operated in the community room 
at St Michael’s Business Centre since 1999. In fact, it was 
officially opened by Councillor Williams during his term 
as mayor.

The community room, regularly used by the Citizens’ 
Advice Bureau and as a meeting room for local organi¬ 
sations, is owned by Lyme Regis Town Council as part 
of their nine per cent (soon to be 15 per cent) ownership 
of the business. 


Before the building was converted to a business centre, 
the former primary school was used as a polling station 
with pupils being given a day off when there was an elec¬ 
tion. 

The St Michael’s polling station is used by around 1,650 
voters registered on the GA polling district register. There 
are about 253 posotal voters also on this register. 

The other polling station in Lyme is at the Woodmead 
Halls and if a replacement for St Michael’s is not found

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Public asked to sponsor 


TOWN councillors are asking members of the public if 
they would like to sponsor heritage-style lamps in Broad 
Street, Lyme Regis, in memory of a loved one. 

Councillors agreed to send out the appeal after Scottish 
and Southern Energy (SSE) recently began works to re¬ 
place the existing lamps mounted on buildings through 
the town centre with free-standing lampposts. 

The company has been replacing street lighting across

Atlantic rowers stuggle with hurricane Arthur 


LYME Regis'Ataintic rowers Elliott Dale and Chris Walters 
have reported that they are starting to make progress 
after struggling alongside hurricane Arthur, which re¬ 
cently hit North Carolina. 

Elliott and Chris are currently attempting to break a 
world record by crossing the Atlantic in less than 55 days, 
whilst raising thousands for Children's Hospice South 
West. They set off from New York in early June and hope 
to reach the Isles of Scilly by August 1 st. 

The pair's latest blog posts reveal they have been strug¬ 
gling to make progress due to the poor weather condi¬ 
tions. 

On July 5th they wrote: "We have been stuck under a 
high for days now with no wind and blistering heat but it 
will soon be all change with hurricane Arthur looming 
close by us." 

On July 7th they continued: "Yesterday and last night 
were tough. As evening fell we could see the tail of hurri¬ 


cane Arthur racing along beside us, this meant we had to 
cut across heavy seas - our toughest night yet. 

"The rain was tropical, everything was wet. Today we 
had a good forecast and were expecting to make good 
ground but what happens? Another current from a sea 
mount takes us north, just what we don't want." 

But the intrepid rowers' latest post show more opti- 
mism:"The weather has been kind to us over the last cou¬ 
ple of days and we feel we are making some progress. We 
go through phases of exaustion and elation, this usually 
depends on the midday chart plotting and tallying up the 
previous 24 hours progress." 

They have also reported seeing dolphins, a close call 
with a whale and leaving the message "Darby and Elliott 
were here" on a fisherman's buoy.

it is possible that all electors will have to go to the halls 
to vote. 

This newspaper understands that a letter has been sent 
to all town councillors from Sue Bonham-Lovett, head 
of elector services in West Dorset, asking them to help 
find suitable premises to replace the polling station at St 
Michel’s Business Centre. 

One town councillor who is very unhappy about the sit¬ 
uation is Stan Williams. He told the View From Lyme 
Regis: “We fought very hard to retain St Michael’s as a 
community facility. At one time there were plans to de¬ 
molish the building. 

“We wanted a polling station which was accessible to 
those in the GA polling district, especially for the elderly 
voters who live on the nearby estates. I am appalled that 
the district council is now saying it is unsuitable after all 
these years. It’s disgraceful.” 

Peter Jeffs, chief executive of Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust, said they has not been contacted about the 
use of the community room as a polling statioin but they 
would be happy to discuss the situation regarding capac¬ 
ity and access issues with the distrcict council. 

Town clerk John Wright said the views of town coun¬ 


cillors on the polling station were being sought to be sent 
direct to the district council. 

This is the second issue concerning the community 
room that has angered Councillor Williams in recent 
weeks. Lyme Regis Development Trust recently con¬ 
verted the entrance area to the community room into two 
interview booths with those waiting for advice being 
asked to wait in the kitchen. 

The Citizen’s Advice Bureau was asked to remove their 
filing cabinets from the room but this request was later 
withdrawn after discussion with CAB officials. 

The matter was raised at a recent council meeting by 
Councillor Owen Lovell who claimed the work was car¬ 
ried out without prior permission or knowledge of the 
council who were, in fact, owners of the community 
room. 

Councillor Lovell said: “The community room has al¬ 
ways been an ideal place for a polling station and I do 
not see what the problem is unless it has been caused by 
the recent changes made to the room. It’s disabaled 
friendly and I don’t see why it has suddenly got to go.” 

At the last full council meeting it was agreed that a re¬ 
port on the community room would be prepared and dis¬ 
cussed by members in the future.

granted permission for use of their buildings, so free¬ 
standing posts would have to be installed instead. 

SSE has agreed to install heritage-style abbey lanterns 
in the more historic section of Broad Street, at the Sham¬ 
bles, and the Lyme Regis Christmas Lights Committee 
has suggested installing a lantern outside the Royal Lion 
in memory of former mayor and Christmas lights 
fundraiser, the late Barbara Austin MBE. 

Councillors last week said they would prefer to see the 
heritage style abbey lantens or large albany lanterns used 
throughout the whole of Broad Street, rather than the 
modem, standard lamps but were told these would cost 
£1,100 each compared to just £208. SSE are willing to 
pay the costs of standard lamps and the council would 
have to make up the rest. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell suggested opening it up to 
the public to see if anyone else would be interested in 
sponsoring a lantern in memory of someone and proposed 
they look into costs for the replacement of all lights in 
Broad Street and Church Streets, taking a sponsorship 
scheme into account. 

She said: “I know it’s going to be a lot of money but we 
might be able to get some of that back through sponsor¬ 
ship. It’s not going to have to be done again for years.”

Tri-authority partnership will 
give councils a 'stronger voice' 


THREE Dorset councils say they plan to work more 
closely together in a bid to save £6 million to support 
valued services. 

North Dorset District Council, West Dorset District 
Council and Weymouth and Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil will be bidding for almost £1.5 million from the 
Transformation Challenge Award fund set up by the 
Government to help local authorities transform how 
they work and rethink the way services are delivered. 
The full bid will be submitted in two parts by October 
1st. 

The first bid from NDDC will propose that the three 
councils share a chief executive and senior manage¬ 
ment team by March 31st, 2015. 

The second bid from WDDC and WPBC will pro¬ 
pose combining and developing joint services with 
NDDC. 

An “expression of interest” document says the pro¬ 
posed ground-breaking tri-authority partnership would 
give the councils a stronger voice and larger influence 
within the county and on a larger stage. 

It would also enable more flexible arrangements for 
democratic decision making, improve strategic plan¬ 
ning for infrastructure and services in the three areas 
as well as the county and sub-region and allow savings 
from shared systems, processes and services as well 
as releasing resources to strengthen and protect the 
services that customers value most. 

It would also prompt a review of the councils’ office 
accommodation with a view to making savings and 
driving regeneration and enable the councils to pursue 
commercial opportunities to generate income 

A joint statement by NDDC leader Deborah Croney, 
WDDC leader Robert Gould and Weymouth and Port¬ 
land corporate affairs spokesman Mike Byatt said: 
“The partners are discussing joining together to get 
the very best from one another’s achievements and ex-

periences and to find additional ways to add value to 
communities at less cost. 

“The partners believe that together they could pro¬ 
vide a better and more flexible range of services, fo¬ 
cussed on the needs and priorities of their 
communities and at less cost to the taxpayer.” 

The proposed partnership would cover over half the 
rural county and serve a population of 235,000. The 
majority of the savings, an estimated £6 million by 
2019-2020, would come from better use of assets such 
as office buildings. 

A business case will now be worked up for council¬ 
lors to consider in early autumn. A full bid will be sub¬ 
mitted in October 2014. 

Under any partnership, the trilogy claims that all 
three councils would retain their sovereign status and 
have already been on a journey of transformation. 

NDDC has focused on community development, 
providing support for small businesses, development 
of the workforce and service redesign. This included 
identifying community priorities and transferring 
some services to community bodies ranging from 
town councils to newly created charitable companies. 
The council has also developed significant service 
partnerships with other councils. Together this has led 
to the council’s ‘mixed economy’ of service delivery. 

WDDC and WPBC focused on creating a combined 
management and staff structure with joined up serv¬ 
ices and a focus on joint economic development which 
included the successful hosting of the Olympic sailing 
events. 

In doing this all three partners achieved significant 
net budget savings of around 40 per cent. 


Local beaches named among top 50

On July 6th the national newspaper listed Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth in their Top 50 best beaches 
in the UK and Ireland travel supplement.

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England's oldest golfer's tip for the British Open 


ENGLAND’S oldest golfer is backing Justin 
Rose to win the British Open - and he should 
know good form, he’s been playing for 77 
years. 

Lyme Regis man Lindley Baker, aged 94, has been 
a member at the town’s golf club since 1937. And he 
still plays at least 18 holes a week. 

Lindley, a former Broad Street hairdresser, is a past 
captain of the club and used to play off 8 handicap. 

These days he plays off “at least 24” but he and his 
wife Daphne still get in at least one round each week 
at the 6,264-yard course on the Jurassic Coast cliffs 
above Lyme, where Lindley still hopes to add a third 
hole-in-one to his lifetime achievement of two.

Lindley, who will be 95 in March, is going with the 
bookies’ favourites and betting on 33-year-old Rose 
to win the 143rd British Open, which starts at Royal 
Liverpool on Thursday. 

“I think Justin Rose has what it takes, he’s a fine 
player in the tradition of Faldo and Jacklin,” said 
Lindley, who is believed to be the oldest veteran still 
playing in England. As a regular player, he is only 
beaten by 100-year-old Welshman Jack Evans of Bar- 
goed, although Mr Evans has only been playing golf 
since he retired at 65.

Normally a 
tractor is taken away for 
refurbishment after 10 
years, but because the 
crew in Lyme Regis really 
looked after the old 1974 
machine we kept it 
longer."

Trust receives £1,000 for IT improvements 


MAGNA Housing Association has presented a cheque 
for £1,000 to help improve IT at Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust.

■ A LETTER in last week's View From 
Lyme Regis raised some points about the 
Big Mix festival on July 5th. 

I agree the young performers who enter¬ 
tained over 1,500 people through the day are 
to be congratulated. A fantastic production 
team supported performers, and the day had 
over 40 volunteers in various roles. The Ma¬ 
rine Theatre gave great support in planning 
and contributing to some of the costs. The 
Big Mix simply wouldn't have happened 
without such a committed team and all de¬ 
serve the town's thanks. Inevitably, some 
professional services have to be paid for and 
a festival of this standard costs over 
£ 10 , 000 . 

B Sharp believes that music should be 
open to all and we don't want to exclude 
anyone because of financial hardship. 
Everyone we talked to after last year’s event 
wanted another Big Mix festival and bigger 
and better if possible. If we made the event 
free, based on last year’s donations we knew 
we would not cover costs (last year's dona¬ 
tions were a third of this year's ticket in¬ 
come). 

This year we were lucky to have grants 
from the Rex Trevett Eund and Comic Re¬ 
lief via the Dorset Community Eoundation. 
These paid for about a third of our costs. 
Eunders generally help start projects by re¬ 
ducing their financial risk but can not fund 
things year after year. We have to raise 
money by ourselves if we want to continue. 
Volunteers selling refreshments, donations 
and ticket sales help do this. 

We made a very conscious effort to keep 
admission entry as fair and affordable as 
possible. In our consultations, a large major¬ 
ity supported an entry fee for anyone over 
16. We recently compared our ticket prices 
with other local music events e.g. £28 for 
the Jurassic Eields Eestival and £16.50 per 
concert for the Branscombe Eestival. A typ¬ 
ical cinema ticket costs over £6 for a two- 
hour film. We charged £5 for over 16s and 
£1 for concessions (anyone who couldn’t af¬ 
ford a full price ticket) and those under 16. 


Eor this, we offered 10 hours of live music 
and believe audiences had great value for 
money. We also offered advance tickets at 
£4. 

The publicity on our website, social media 
and posters all offered concessions. If any¬ 
one didn't realise they could ask for a con¬ 
cession, or did not come because of this we 
are sorry. Let us know how we can do better. 

We are committed to public safety; we do 
not expect problems but we must ensure that 
we can deal with anything that may come 
along. It would be unfair to expect untrained 
volunteers to deal with very difficult situa¬ 
tions. We followed national best practice 
guidelines for the number of stewards to 
crowd ratio. The public needs to know 
whom to approach if they need assistance 
and this is why security is in uniform. Sev¬ 
eral audience members mentioned how 
courteous and helpful the security staff 
were. 

Youth Music funds a part of B Sharp's 
music education programme but don't fund 
large-scale productions like the Big Mix. 
Taster sessions at schools are free because 
of this. Even with grants, we still have to 
charge participants for most of our pro¬ 
grammes to break even. We know that the 
Big Mix is valued by many young people as 
an opportunity to perform their music in a 
professional environment, with excellence 
as its foundation. We also know that the 
community supports it and binds us to¬ 
gether. This is why we put it on. 

We continue to learn how to produce 
events well. We collected around 50 feed¬ 
back sheets from performers and audience 
throughout the day and at various evaluation 
meetings afterwards. We welcome all feed¬ 
back, especially comments highlighting 
areas that can be improved. We have already 
begun planning next years Big Mix on July 
4th 2015. Contact us if you have ideas or

And organisers at the Lyme Regis and Char- 
mouth RNLI Guild are determined to make 
the week's programme bigger, brighter and 
better than ever before. There's something for 
everyone - from the gripping excitement of 
mouse racing to the spectacular displays of 
the RAF's Red Arrows and Falcons parachute 
team. 

A highlight ofthe first day will be a welcome 
display by the Lyme Regis RNLI lifeboat which 
it's hoped will be joined by the latest lifeboat 
to in the RNLI fleet, the Shannon class vessel 
from nearby Exmouth (see page 20). Both 
lifeboats will be Joined by the coastguard hel¬ 
icopter from Portland for a rescue exercise. 

The popular bathtub race is a feature of 
Sunday and the Falcons will be dropping in 
later. Before the parachutists arrive the 
lifeboat crew will be cooking up a barbecue 
on the harbour slipway. 

There's plenty for the family on Monday, in¬ 
cluding the popular crab fishing contest for 
children. 

Among Tuesday's events is the teddy bears' 
picnic and Wednesday is another packed day 


including the swimming challenges for adults 
and children. 

On Thursday the Red Arrows arrive at about 
6pm and Friday's programme includes the 
grand duck race, and the day ends with a fire¬ 
works display. 

The final day will include the return of the 
popular tug o'war between the lifeboat crew 
and the coastguards across the harbour en¬ 
trance with one team - or two - getting 
rather wet. 

This year's Lifeboat Week will be the last for 
retiring chairman ofthe lifeboat guild, Rob 


Michael. 

He said: "I have been involved for nine years, 
and it has been hard work but great fun and 
very worthwhile for the lifeboat charity. 

"But none ofthe success of this great event 
would have been possible without the hard 
work of past and present guild members and 
past and present lifeboat crew members." 

The first Lifeboat Week was held in 1973 and 
was organised by Richard Fox, who was then 
landlord ofThe Cobb Arms and later became 
town crier, and his colleague David Dun- 
combe-Anderson.

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The RNLI's latest state of the art lifeboat is to make a 
guest appearance during Lyme Regis Lifeboat Week. 
The Shannon class vessel, named "R. and J. Welburn" 
only recently arrived at the lifeboat station in Ex¬ 
mouth and became operational on May 22nd. 

She is the first Shannon class lifeboat to be based 
in the South West and only the second in the UK and 
Ireland.

The wide range of 16 pizzas [in¬ 
cluding the caizones] is impressive 
and the pizzas are thoroughly au¬ 
thentic; the base is clearly hand¬ 
made, not suspiciously-perfectly- 
circular [often a telltale sign of 
coming out of a packet], the right 
blend of soft and bite, and the top¬ 
pings are delicious and also clearly 
handmade. 

The pastas are just as tradition¬ 
ally delicious - among them the 
spicy penne all'arrabbita, linguine 
with basil pesto, green beans, sun- 
dried tomatoes and pine nuts, 
tagliatelle with mushrooms and 
onions in a white wine and cream 


sauce, genuinely-ltalian lasagne 
and fillet of salmon with a herb 
crust and Limoncello sauce. 

Italia also offers a selection of 
specials which change daily, and a 
very good selection of Italian 
beers. The wine list is excellent and 
it includes that rarely-found prince 
of Italian wines, the Amarone. The 
Grappa is also highly recom¬ 
mended. 

The service is good, prompt, po¬ 
lite and unobtrusive and it's a nice 


touch that chef Franco does what 
the great Italian Carluccio does at 
his Covent Garden restaurant, cir¬ 
culates among the tables mid¬ 
meal for a friendly chat. 

Interestingly, among Italia's re¬ 
views on Trip Advisor - of which 
81% recommend the place - is a 
comment from a woman who said 
that her Italian partner reckoned 
the Lyme newcomer to be 'the 
most authentically-ltalian meal 
that he had ever tasted in Britain'.
